When researching the Missey family surname, pronounced "Miss-Say" one has to be flexible to 
variations. Actually the surname Missey is really the French surname Missier as found on Jacques 
Missier's war records. Missier however due to the American slang, pronounced the name 
phonetically sounding like Misseee. Many of the Misse ancestors pronounced their surname with 
such a thick French drawl, as to render the name unrecognizable, confusing the listener into 
believing it was a new name altogether. 



Some documents and records used Mise, Misse, Missey, Missy, and all manner of pronunciations. 
One has to remember, back in the day, so many of our American ancestors were uneducated, they 
spelled and pronounced their name phonetically without regard to the actual official and/or legal 
family spelling. 



Some even became creative and added additional characters or eliminated characters in the 
surnames to suit their whims. So, when you are looking for family records, discard your years of 
education from your mind, and reduce your thinking to a fourth grader or less and think phonetically.

Albert Paris Missey entered the Marion Sims College of Medicine of Saint Louis, Missouri to study 
medicine.

" The Marion Sims College of Medicine, established in 1890. The first location of the Marion Sims 
College of Medicine was the southwest corner of Grand Avenue and Caroline Street. The Rebekah 
Hospital was built adjacent to the Marion Sims College of Medicine and opened in January 1893 - 
its nursing school opened at the same time. A Dental Department was established in 1894. The 
course of instruction in both Medical and Dental Departments was lengthened from 3 to 4 years in 
1899. In its 10 years of existence, 596 physicians graduated from the Marion-Sims Medical 
Department and 56 from the Dental Department. "

Marion Sims College of Medicine was founded by a 
group of St. Louis physicians in 1890 and named for 
Marion Sims, a physician regarded as the “Father of 
Gynecology. ” 

A new building had been completed by the time 
classes opened on October 1, 1890. The first class 
contained 139 students from 15 states. A year later 
when the course had been expanded to three years, 
271 students were enrolled. In 1893 the Rebekah 
Hospital was added. 

In 1894 with the addition of the dental school, 
enrollment topped 300. By the end of the decade 
the medical program had been expanded to four 
years, and the dental program to three. 

In 1900 Marion Sims College consolidated with the 
Beaumont Hospital Medical College (founded 1884), leading to an increase in enrollment. The 
1903 Mirror-Speculum shows a student body of 368 in the medical college and 163 in the dental 
college. 

The location of the Marion Sims College of Medicine was the southeast corner of Grand Avenue 
and Caroline Street. The yearbook notes that many considered this to be a poor location, but soon 
the city moved in that direction. Additionally, this location attracted many lower income residents in 
need of the school’s free dispensary. The medical school complex soon included the Rebekah 
Hospital and the dental school. This location also made the school attractive to the nearby St. Louis 
University, which purchased the college in 1903. 

The archivists report that all of the original buildings are gone. Today the site of the complex is the 
location for the St. Louis University Hospital. 

The Center for Anatomical Science and Education at Saint Louis University traces its roots through 
the former Department of Anatomy and Neurobiology to the founding of the American Association of 
Anatomists . 

The opening paper at the first annual meeting of the Association in 1888 was presented by Dr. 
August Bernays, who was a member of the Department at that time. 
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Actually, the School was called the Marion-Sims-Beaumont College of Medicine until 1903 when it 
became the Saint Louis University School of Medicine. The Department of Anatomy was the first of 
the five original departments organized at the time Saint Louis University took over. 

Note: I imagine when the St. Louis University acquired the Marion-Sims-Beaumont College of 
Medicine in 1903 and renamed Saint Louis University School of Medicine, the tuition probably 
increased beyond Albert Paris Missey’s ability to attend and finish his degree. Also, under new 
management, I imagine they changed the curriculum and requirements for obtaining a physician’s 
degree... you know the game, requiring more schooling so they could increase revenue.

Cynthia N. (TALBOTT) Missey died on Crows Creek, Liberty Township, Crawford County, Missouri, 
United States on 28 March 1896. How heartbroken Albert must have been after studying medicine 
for 3 years and not being able to help his mother. Her death probably led to guilt and may have 
been one of the reasons he left medical school prior to his degree. ..to help family and friends back 
home in Washington County.

Albert Paris Missey left the Marion Sims College of Medicine of St. Louis, Missouri after a 3 year 
course and in the Spring of 1896 set up practice at Old Mines, Union Township, Washington 
County, Missouri, United States.

Old Mines ( French : La Vieille Mine) is the name of an unincorporated community and surrounding 
area in southeast Missouri that were settled by French colonists in the early 18th century when the 
area was part of the Illinois Country of New France . 1 

The early settlers came to mine for lead , and their descendants still inhabit the area where, through 
a combination of geographic and cultural isolation, 121 they maintained a distinctive French culture 
well into the 20th century. 

As recently as the late 1980s there may have been a thousand native speakers of the 

region's Missouri French dialect. 121 This culturally distinct population has sometimes been referred to 

as "paw-paw French" 1 ^ 121 and lives in an amorphous area in Washington , Jefferson , and St. 

Francois counties roughly 15 miles (24 km) either side of a line from Potosi to De Soto . 121 The village 
of Old Mines itself is in northeastern Washington County six miles north of Potosi.

Old Mines, Missouri is the first settlement in the state and in 1836 the original land grants claimed 
by 31 of the early settlers were approved by the U.S. Government and deeded to those families. 
This grant became known as "The Old Mines Concession." 

This concession lies in the same area as the territory awarded to Philip Francois Renault by the 
French Government, part of the "Pays des Illinois," or Illinois Country, explored and settled by the 
French during the late 17th and early 18th centuries. The region was then transferred to Spain, 
then briefly back to France and sold to the U.S. as part of the Louisiana Purchase in 1803. 

They farmed, mined, raised their families, built a brick church in 1828 which still serves 350 families 
today. After the Civil War, rich deposits of barite, locally called “tiff” were discovered in Washington 
County and surface mined for 100 years. 

Descendants of these same settlers continue to own some of the land and live there preserving the 
Missouri French dialect and culture in spite of a changing and growing population.

He attended the Marion-Sims College of Medicine, Grand Avenue and Caroline Street, Saint Louis 
(city), Missouri, from 1893 to 1894, 1895-1896, 1898-1899, and 1900-1901.

It was during my college days and the 12 years of the practice of medicine that I fearfully into sin 
and probably would have continued so had not I met with my dear friend John W. Dotson of Troutt, 
Mo. And by his kindly advice and earnest Christian preaching I was won back to Christ. 

And I at once united with the Methodist Church South at Souls Chapel in Washington Co., MO. 

From this time I yielded to the urgent call to the ministry that I had felt from early boyhood, which I 
had tried to ignore by my dissipated life. I was then licensed to preach by the licensing committee at 
Irondale in the Farmington district while R. A. Vaughn was presiding elder of that district. 

Here commenced the greatest battle of my life. I saw that I could not mix medicine and religion 
together one or the other had to be given up. The Devil used my friends to try to persuade me to 
continue the practice of medicine and finish my graduating course in college. But I knew too well 
that my old associations would prove conducive to my best spiritual interest and I was having a 
struggle to break away from my old habits. I was living an up and down life several times falling 
completely back to sin. This state of affairs continued for about 3 years until I was led into the state 
of sanctification in the year of 1907. 

Here the struggle with liquor and the tobacco habit ceased and my ministry was a marked success. 
To the Father, Son and the Holy Ghost be all the praise both now and for ever. Amen. 

In the spring of 1907 June the 4th I was married to [26] Miss Mary Stroupe the daughter of [27] 
William Stroupe. Her mother was [28] Sarah Adams of Aurora, Mo. She dying when my wife was 
only eight years old. After our marriage we lived on Crows Creek about 3 years where our 2 first 
little girls were born. [29] Martha and [30] Laura.

1907 The State of Oklahoma was created 

On November 16, 1907, Oklahoma became the 46th state to enter the union. Oklahoma's name is 
derived from the Choctaw words okla and humma, meaning "red people". It is also known informally 
by its nickname, The Sooner State, in reference to the non-Native settlers who staked their claims 
on the choicest pieces of land prior to the official opening date, and the Indian Appropriations Act of 
1889, which opened the door for white settlement in America's Indian Territory. Due to the discovery 
of rich oil fields in the Indian Territory in the late 1890's, the predominant white leadership of the 
American government felt once again the treaties their past representatives had signed giving the 
Native Americans the land known as the Indian Territory for as "long as the grass grows and the 
sun shines" were no longer valid or necessary. 
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With a stroke of a pen, the Native Americans were once again robbed of their land and forced into 
poverty due to white man's greed. The name; Oklahoma was settled upon statehood, Oklahoma 
Territory and Indian Territory were merged and Indian was dropped from the name. Its residents are 
known as Oklahomans or, informally "Okies", and its capital and largest city is Oklahoma City. 

1907 Change of Vocation 

Doctor Albert Paris Missey after serving the citizens of Washington County as a physician even 
though he never officially received his medical degree, had a change of heart and with the 
promptings from the Holy Ghost changed his vocation from a physician to an ordained minister in 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South. He began active membership attending the Souls Chapel 
Church, Liberty Township, Crawford County, Missouri, United States. He was officially ordained at 
Irondale, Farmington District, Saint Francois County, Missouri by Rev. R. A. Vaughn in 1907.

In the fall of 1910 I was assigned to the Red Bird circuit where we served 3 years it was here at Red

We closed a two years turn on the Bourbon Circuit and have been assigned back to Red Bird 
Circuit. And find the spiritual conditions very bad; in fact the entire work is in a backslider state. 

We left here over two years ago; the church at this place and at Hadley was in a high state of 
spirituality. But now everything is a cold and lifeless as the tomb. But there are a few faithful souls 
that still love God's cause and we are praying that will again visit us with a gracious revival of 
religion over the entire world. Thanks giving day was passed quietly without even having a 
Thanksgiving service this I mostly blame my self for, my father C. F. Missey from Prosperity, Mo. 
was with us on this occasion. And at this writing is still with us. Everything is unusually dull and 
quiet, but we are praising God for good health and fine weather. Mary has dinner ready and must 
close. 12am A. P. Missey 
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Christmas at Red Bird, MO. Evening December 25th, 1915 

The day has passed off unusually quiet, but was pleasant, the children were very happy with their 
dolls, toys and candy; we were all in splendid health and did ample justice to a fat goose for dinner 
presented to us by Bro. [ 41 ] Clin Sewell and Bro. [ 42 ] Chas. Gibson. And many other good things 
were presented to us in a friend party by the good people of Red Bird. Methodists, Campbellites, 
and Baptists. The day presented the appearance of a real Christmas on account of a heavy snow 
that had fallen all day yesterday and through the night, but the day has been warm and pleasant.

My Father [46] C. F. Missey whose biography will be found on page 1 of this ledger departed this 
life April 26th 1916 at the home of his son [47] Ed. F. Missey, Bourbon, Mo. All the family were 
present at his death, but two. [48] Lee and [49] Ambrose. The following is his obituary written by me 
after coming to Red Bird. A. P. Missey Pastor M. E. Church South, Red Bird, Mo. 

The subject of this sketch, [46] Columbus F. Missey, was born at Richwoods, Washington County, 
Mo., July 1, 1844, and departed this life at Bourbon, Mo., April 26, 1916, at the age 71 years 9 
months and 19 days. He was married to [47] Synthia N. Talbot, in Washington County Mo., August 
19, 1866. To this union were born nine children, eight of whom survive, one dying in infancy.

He professed faith in Christ in 1884, and with his wife, united with the Methodist East Church South 
and lived a consistent Christian life until death. His wife preceded him several years, dying March 
28, 1896. 

Funeral services were conducted by Rev. [56] M. A. Clayton at the Harrison Cemetery, after which 
his body was laid to rest and to wait his appointed time when the dead in Christ shall rise first, than 
we which remain shall be changed in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye shall be caught up and 
ever be with the Lord. 

So we can well say, "Blessed are the dead that die in the Lord, Jesus while our hearts are bleeding 
O'er the spoils that death has won, We would at this time solemn meeting Calmly say, "Thy will be 
done . " "By Thy hands the boon was given, Thou has taken but Thine own, Lord of earth and God of 
Heaven, Evermore "Thy will be done."

Bourbon, Mo. January 1st 1917 

The year that has just past has been full of events and strange happenings. The European war is 
still raging with very little signs of peace. While our own country is at peace for which we are very 
very thankful to our creator, yet we are experiencing trying times. The high cost of living is making it 
very hard for poor people to get through the winter and worse has not yet come. This is the first time 
in ten years that we have been without a pastorate. But still we are preaching when we have an 
opportunity and working at what ever we can find to do at very small wages. Truly these are 
"perilous times" and I believe we are living in the last days. The new year of 1917 has been one of 
the longest days I ever experienced for the 1st of January. We all spent the day with [57] Thomas 
Farris Jr. and helped him to kill hogs to day. How thankful we are to night that we have health for 
which we praise the good Lord. At this writing the Lord has blessed us with five precious children. 
We are starting in with new resolutions and a greater determination to walk closer with God this 
year than ever before. When we note the great falling away in the church and a moving indifference 
among the people about spiritual things we think it is high time to awake. "Lord wilt Thou not revive 
us again?" How can the church be satisfied with such a low standard of laity even among its 
pastors, but such is the conditions. Of that God would visit his people with a mighty out pouring of 
his spirit until every dancing, card playing, pool playing church members and every backslidden 
preacher in the country would awake and come to God. Lord teach us how to pray. Written at home.

After years of neutrality, the United States officially entered the war on April 6, 1917, providing much 
needed manpower and financial aid to the allied cause.

1918 World War I ends 

In August of 1918, the Allied commanders on the western front decided to go on the offensive. 
Starting on August 8th, a series of battles were fought called the Hundred Days Offensive. These 
battles included the Battle of Amiens, the Second Battle of the Somme, and several battles along 
Germany's Hindenburg Line. The Germans were pushed out of France and were forced to retreat 
back into Germany. By the end of the Hundred Days Offensive, the German forces were exhausted 
and running out of food and supplies. On November 11, 1918 they requested an armistice. 
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An armistice is when both sides agree to stop fighting while a peace treaty is negotiated. The Allies 
agreed to the armistice and at 1 1 AM on November 11, 1918 the fighting in World War I came to an 
end.

Birch Tree, Mo., November 28, 1918 

After our appointment to the Birch Tree and Eminence circuit, we was late arriving on the work 
arriving here the 6th of November after along and wearisome journey of 300 miles on our arriving in 
Birch Tree we was taken into the home of [58] Rev. Paschall one of superannuated preachers. The 
next morning I awoke with a burning fever. (Spanish Influenza) which was prevailing very 
extensively in the United States. Many people dying as a result of Pneumonia. Here our entire 
family fell a victim to this dreaded disease. Also, Bro. Paschall's family was prostrated at the same 
time. Here we stayed for 2 weeks when on the 1 7th we moved into the parsonage, wife being very 
weak only being out of bed but a few days. Since then the Lord has wonderfully blessed us all 
having fully returned to health. 

We was made sad on Thanksgiving day to receive the sad news of the death of my dear brother 
[59] Frank Missey whom we had left in good health on the 5th of November. My brother dying 
November 22, 1918, thus broke the first link in the chain of a large family of eight children - 
correction this was the second link in the family of 9 children one dying in infancy. 

After spending 2 years on the Birch Tree Circuit we were removed to Centralia, Okla. We made 
many friends while at Birch Tree, Mo. Some have crossed over, since our coming to Birch Tree, we 
met with a great deal of friendly opposition while at Birch Tree, this came from the church their 
names I will not mention. While here I was compelled to take up the practice of medicine. Partly in 
the interest of humanity and partly as a means of support during the winter of 1920 the worst 
epidemic of flu broke out that the country had experienced up to this time. 

Many people died as a result of the flu and it's complications- pneumonia. I hope the country will 
never experience another such a scourge. We pray God's blessing upon the people of Birch Tree.

We arrived in Okla. at Vinita Nov. 9-1920 and come out to Centralia that evening paying a man 
$12.00 to bring us out in a car. We saw the hardest looking place when we arrived that mortal eye 
ever looked upon. Since then we have become more reconciled and better satisfied. Centralia was 
once a prosperous town of 1000 inhabitants, to day you could scarcely find 500. The church is 
spiritually dead. And I am expecting to accomplish some good here, yet it is all with the Lord. 

Centralia. Okla. November 10, 1921 

We have just closed a splendid year on the Centralia Circuit. We have held some good meetings, 
especially at Tympson Chapel. A number of people were saved and the church was greatly 
strengthened and built up. I have found some loyal people among the Cherokees while holding my 
meeting there. Two young men gave their lives to the ministry namely Bro. Dwight Hunt and Bro. 
Cicero Hilderbrand, a full blood Cherokee. This has been a source of new pleasure to me to have 
them recommended for licenses to preach at my 4 th conference at Tympson Chapel, a place with 
people I have learned to love. 

The Annual Conference will convene today Tulsa, Okla. Bro. Martin and I will start tonight for our 
place at the conference. I will write later when I return from the conference. A. P. Missey, Pastor. 
After Conference some conditions arose that made it impossible for us to stay another year in Okla. 
We left Okla. in the spring of 1922 and came back to Missouri. 

Centralia. Okla. December 25th 1921 

Christmas day in Centralia, Okla., in some respect I believe this is the dullest Christmas that I have 
ever experienced. Only for the fact that the Lord is with us it would be a dull day in deed. We have 
been bountifully supplied by friends with plenty to eat to day. This is our second Christmas here in 
Okla. and if the Lord is willing I want it to be the last. There are five families in this town that like 
Alexander the copper smith, have "greatly with stood us. " For the benefit of the reader I will mention 
Montgomerys, Hartleys, Grimes, J. M. Whites and W. H. Reynolds, rather his wife. He himself is not 
a Christain but here for has stood by us. I am praying God to give us a great victory here this year.

Nine year-old Sylvia was the last of the six victims to die from injuries sustained as a result of the 
horrible fire that gutted the Germantown Community Centre, Haines and Morton Streets, in 
Germantown's Little Italy section. 

Sylvia, and five other girls, were trapped on a third-floor metal balcony, which was enclosed by wire 
mesh. The mesh, incidentally, was there to prevent the children from falling into the street below. 
They screamed for helped and firefighters desperately tried to reach the girls. By the time they did, 
the damage had already been done. All the girls were unconscious, victims of smoke inhalation and 
suffering from burns over more than half their little bodies. 

One victim, Frances Pifani, died before reaching Germantown Hospital. The other victims died over 
the course of the next two days.

Chattel Mortgage a term used to describe a loan arrangement in which an item of movable personal 
property is used as security for the loan. A chattel mortgage is a loan that is secured by chattel 
rather than by real property. In a traditional mortgage, the loan is secured by the property itself. With 
a chattel mortgage, the lender holds a lien against the movable property (chattel) until the loan has 
been satisfied, at which point the borrower resumes full control of the chattel. 



A. P. Missey bought a 9-year-old cow named Jersey from 
William Paul for $15.00. He borrowed the money from the Citizens Bank of Bourbon and promised 
to repay $15.00 on 15 December 1825 plus incurred interest of 8% per annum.

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CIVILIAN CONSERVATION CORPS 



Formed in March 1933, the Civilian Conservation Corps, CCC, was one of the first New Deal 
programs. It was a public works project intended to promote environmental conservation and to 
build good citizens through vigorous, disciplined outdoor labor. 

Close to the heart of President Franklin D. Roosevelt, the CCC combined his interests in 
conservation and universal service for youth. He believed that this civilian “tree army” would relieve 
the rural unemployed and keep youth “off the city street corners.” 

The CCC operated under the army’s control. Camp commanders had disciplinary powers and 
corpsmen were required to address superiors as “sir.” 

By September 1935 over 500,000 young men had lived in CCC camps, most staying from six 
months to a year. The work focused on soil conservation and reforestation. Most important, the men 
planted millions of trees on land made barren from fires, natural erosion, or lumbering — in fact, the 
CCC was responsible for over half the reforestation, public and private, done in the nation’s history. 

Corpsmen also dug canals and ditches, built over thirty thousand wildlife shelters, stocked rivers 
and lakes with nearly a billion fish, restored historic battlefields, and cleared beaches and 
campgrounds. 

In less than 10 years, the Civilian Conservation Corps built more than 800 parks and planted nearly 
3 billion trees nationwide. 

Although professing a nondiscriminatory policy, the CCC failed to give a fair share of work to blacks, 
especially in the South where local selection agents held sway. But in spite of rigid segregation and 
hiring quotas, black participation reached 10 percent by 1936. 

In all, nearly 3 million young men participated in the CCC The army’s experience in managing such 
large numbers and the paramilitary discipline learned by corpsmen provided unexpected 
preparation for the massive call-up of civilians in World War II.

For the last 2 years I have not worked any on account of bad health. The boys have all left us 
except [ 122 ] Wilbourn who is now in the CCC Camp at Berryman, Mo. He pays us a visit most 
every week end. I am now 72 years of age will be 73 the 11th of November. I have had 2 very bad 
sicknesses of flu and pneumonia conditions, which come very near taking me away, but the Lord 
has spared me to this present time to which I thank and praise him with all my heart. 

My faithful wife is still with me she 49 years of age and in good health and is a great blessing to me 
and family. [123] Martha our oldest daughter is with us and is a victim of TB. She is making 
preparation to go to Mt. Vernon Sinai and is liable to be called any time.

Heavenly Father and by serving his fellow man he served his Heavenly Father. He knew the 
pleasures of this life are not needed when the Lord calls you to "feed" his sheep. The Lord requires 
you go where he wants you to go and he will provide. This obedience, Albert and his family did with 
undying dedication and love and many have benefited from the blessings of such sacrifice.

Over the course of 
several years, Mr. Pratt was asked by his church to instruct several family history courses. This 
experience established a deep profound love for family and ancestors. It was not uncommon for Mr. 
Pratt to spend 4 to 8 hours a day researching and compiling family histories in addition to his duties, 
as an entrepreneur in the insurance business. 

The first major achievement for Mr. Pratt was a breakthrough on his Pratt family back to the early 
1800’s. Due to confusion with Pratt ancestors and not satisfied with just the direct line research, Mr. 
Pratt branched out to research all connected lines and allied families. 

This dedication led to 50,000 individuals in his database and has achieved expert status for Mr. 
Pratt on the families of middle and eastern Missouri, eastern and western Tennessee and central 
North Carolina. 




Concerning Mr. Pratt’s style of research, he is a strong supporter of the “hands on” approach. 
When he took family vacations, they usually went to libraries, cemeteries, courthouses, National 
Archive centers, and visited family members in various states. He attended family reunions and 
obtained his material from the actual sources when possible. 



Being a researcher of the highest degree, in 1991, Mr. Pratt created

He began to offer to the public, a series of books titled, P ratt P rogoitCT P apETS . This series 
of volumes are a collection of legal documents, stories, pictures and historical presentations 
concerning the families of Missouri, Tennessee and North Carolina. 



The first three Volumes were released to the public in 1991 and were issued to 18 different 
libraries including the Library of Congress and the St. Louis Public Library. The next 1 1 volumes were 
sent to the Salt Lake Genealogical Library with 60 volumes scheduled for publication.
